watchfulness ho brings ubout tho de-

sired result. This process with grain
and vegetables Is being carried out
In our agricultural colleges all over
tho country, nnd berauso of that,
farming has becomo a profession in-

stead of nn occupation, nnd the quality
and variety of the world's food has
been greatly Improved. Our beautiful
garden roses, with all their variety
of color form and perfume, have been
developed by tho horticulturist from
the slmplo hedge flower by individual
caro und attention, and the straight,
uniformly branched tree, taken from
Its place in the forest and planted In
tho open, whero it can have varying
conditions of light and shade, air and
water, lives its own life and takes Its
own form, with branches of varieties
of breadth nnd shape which mako It
a thing of Joy nnd beauty.

The child who is tintruo may loe i

all hope of solid foundation, not only ,

of scholarship but of character, before
the fault is understood, und yet in
tho beginning this fault often comes
from ,i wish to please or to bo enter-
taining, nnd can be corrected by
carefully helping the child to under-
stand that there tiro truo anil untru?
stories, that both havo their uses,
and that tho untruu story becomes
wrong only when we say that it. is
true. Many an imaginative little
tongue has been stilled forever and
the world has lost thereby, because
the teacher didn't understand.

The child who cruti or impure
may really bo only uninformed, and a
rn refill, loving explanation of tho re-

sults of cruelly and Impurity may bo
all that Is needed. In fact, all these
faults, like noxious weeds, may be
carefully removed by tho skilful bund
without lnjuilng the tender roots of
character and be furo they havo

strong enough to injure tho
growth, hut this must bo done Indi-
vidually nnd tactfully; for when wo
have told a child tiiat she is untrue,
conceited, Impure cruel wo havo
gono a long way toward making her
so.
